This lesson presents us two views of 
Christ; first with his disciples, and sec- 
ond with the multitude. 

I. Christ and his disciples. (Vs. 
39-33- 

1. Hearing their report: In one of 
our lessons in December we studied 
about Christ’s sending out the twelve to 
preach and to heal. Now they have 
returned to give an account of what they 
had done and taught. We can imagine 
with what interest they must have given 
and with what interest Christ must have 
received this report of their first mission. 
It is a good thing for us Christ’s disci- 
ples occasionally to gather together unto 
Jesus, and tell him what we have-done 
and what we have taught. ‘In this way 
our hearts will be kept hot, and our 
heads cool, our sympathies active and 
our doctrine sound.’’ 

2. Inviting to rest. Christ and his 
disciples were busy men. They scarce- 
ly found time toeat. Christ knows how 
to sympathize with those whose hours 
early and late are full of toil. That 
they might obtain some rest and _ proba- 


bly some quiet for necessary meditation’ 


and prayer, Christ invited them to 
retire to a desert place. An additional 
reason for going apart, as appears from 
Matthew’s Gospel, was to withdraw for 
a time from Herod’s jurisdiction, as he 
had just put John the Baptist to death. 

We find Christ here recognizing the 
importance of rest. A vacation properly 
used is a great blessing. A minister 
can do better work in eleven months 
than in twelve, and therefore should be 
given a vacation. It will prove profit- 
able to the Church. Sunday school 
workers may well take a ~ vacation 
occasionally if they can get one. But 
let it be remembered that these disciples 
were invited to go apart with Christ.
